she would naturally of her own accord. 
A few weeks before fualing time, put her 
in @ good-sized loose box, and if possible 
have a good big yard whers she can roam 
at will. Be careful to see that no blued 
or offal frem slaughtered animals be 
allowed to remain in her vicinity. In 
many instances premature foaling may 
be traced to the fact that the mare has 
come incontast with something of this 
kind. Whe. at last the foal has arrived, 
keep the mare idle for at least ten days 
ortwo weeks, and thea work her only 
about five hours each day for another 
week or ten days, and if it is found that 
she is warm on unhitching, she had 
better be kept from her foal until pretty 
well cooled off. Many foals are checked 
in their growith and ruined for life by 
suddenly being allowed to draw milk 
froin & mare that has been heastel up.

DENNIS HOGAN’S DEATH. 

From what was learned in pvlice cir- 
cles yesterday it would seem there is 
some ground for the belief that Denis 
Hogan the man found dead in his house 
at Emerson met death by foul play. It 
is said there is suspicious marke on the 


cumstances which point to a tragedy. 
Some years ago when Hogan was employ- 
ed as a section boss on the railroad there 
was a strike among the men under him, 
or trouble of some kind and Hogan took 
sides against the men. After this he was 
fired at through the window of his house 
and narrowly escaped death on that oc- 
casion. Subsequently his barns and 
stacks were burned, the fire to all ap- 
pearances having been the work of an 
incendiary. Hogan at any rate always 
regarded himself asa marked man and 
was always very nervous. The attorney 
general's department does not appear al- 
together satisfied th t he died a natural 
death and yesterday morning despatched 
Detective McKenzie to the scene. The 
deteciive will make an investigation and 
if he considers the circumstances warrant 
it an inquest will be held.

WartemoutH, Feb. 2.—An_ inquest 
was held here to-day before Coroner 
Benson on the body of a child three 
years old, adopted from the children’s 
home in Winnipeg, by W. F. Waddell.

The body showed signs of having been 
severely frost bitten before death.
